IN THE HOUSE. 
KFIFER’S COMPROMISE SET ASIDE. 
Gpecial Dispatch to The Chirago 2vibune. 

WASHINGTON. D. C.. Jan. 16.—The feature 
of today’s proceedings in the House were the 
attempt of Robeson and Speaker Keifer to 
take up the resolution reported from the 
Committee on Rules increasing the member- 
ship of more important committees, and 
being conSidered out of the regular order, 
and a discussion over the question of incor- 
porating the Garfield. Memoria! Hospital in 
this city. Lmmediately after the reading of 
the journal, Robeson moved to take up the 
report of the Committee on Rules embody- 
ing the resolution referred to. Objection was 
immediately heard from a number dt mem- 
bers on both sides of the House, and the 
point of order was made by several members 
that the resolution could not be taken up un- 
til the call of States, Monday being | bill~<lay 
in the House. 

HOBESON 
argued that the report was a privileged ques- 
tion, and could be called up at any time, and 
urged in addition that it should be disposed 
of before the call of States, because the call 
would make more work for the committees, 
which he professed to belleve were not large 
enough to handle the work already before 
them, and they should be fully organized be- 
fore any more business was given to them. 
The Speaker, who gave evidence in his haste 
to bring on the question that he was very 
anxious to have the resolution considered at 
once, quickly decided against the point of 
order, and ruled that the resolution, having 
to deal with the organization of the House, 
was a privileged question, and it could be 
called up at any time. It was a ruling that 
excited considerable comment. Burrows 
raised the question of consideration, and the 
House, by an overwhelming majority, 
DECIDED AGAINST 
going out of the regular order to consider 
the Speaker’s scheme. The response to the 
call for the nays on the question of present 
consideration was so loud that Robeson did 
not even ask foradivision, He let the sub- 
ject drop without a word. Springer and 
Orth were both ready in their places with 
their respective amendments, which they 
would have offered had the vote been to con- 
sider the resolution, but they had no ocea- 
sion for them. The probability is that Robe- 
son will make another attempt to call up the 
committee resolution tomorrow, but, if to- 
day’s proceedings can be taken as a criterion, 
the temper of the House will be found de- 
cidedly against it. To increase the member- 
ship of the committees would not relieve the 
Speaker of embarrassment. 
THE ONLY OTHER EVENT OFM(MPORTANCE 
in the day’s proceedings was a discussion 
over the question of incorporating the Gar- 
field Memorial IIospital. A bill for that pur- 
pose was reported with an unanimously 
favorable recommendation from the Commit- 
tee on the District of Columbia, and an at- 
tempt made to take it frum the calendar un- 
der a suspension of the rules. Chairman 
Neal and other members of the District 
Committee spoke in favor ef the bill, but it 
met with decided opposition. Cannon 
of Lilinois, Cobb of Indiana, and others 
raised the question as to whether 
the act of incorporation by Congress would 
not make the hospital a permanent charge 
on the Government. They claimed that. a 
feeling existed in the House against leaving a 
loovhole open for annual demands upon the 
Treasury. Cobb cited, amoug others, the 
case of the Columbia Hospital, which he said 
was an annual applicant for relief, and he 
protested agefhist any further acts tending 
tomake Washington a Government alms- 
house. The vote to suspend the rules was 
140 to 86, and, it requiring a two-thirds vote 
in the affirmative, the motion was lost, and 
the bill takes its place upon the House 
calendar. 
DEUSTER’S GERMAN NATURALIZATION MEAS- 
URES. 

Mr. Denster, of Wisconsin, who during 
his Congressional term has constantly en- 
deavored to secure the abrogation of the 
Bancroft fteaty and to have a new treaty 
negotiated in its place, became more con- 
vinced of the necessity of such action during 
his visit to Germany last summer.

THE MORMONS. 

The Republicans of this Congress seem to 
be very much in earnest on the Mormon 
question, and are determined, if possible, to 
destroy the twin relic of barbarism,” ete. 
There is possibly danger to the movement in 
the multiplicity of bills which are being in- 
troduced upon the subject. Judge Payson, 
of Illinois, today introduced a new Dill, 
which cures the defects in some of the other 
bills that have been introduced, and which, 
while simple in its provisions, if enacted and 
executed could scarcely fail to de- 
stroy polygamy. It makes the crime 
of bigamy punishable with $500 fine 
and five years maximum imovrisonment. 
Mr. Payson’s bill is particularly simple as 20 
the method of proof of marriage. It pro- 
vides that no certificate of marriage or any 
proof of any formal rite in any church or en- 
dowment-house is necessary, but that mar- 
riage shall be presumed from the fact of 
cohabitation, from admissions of either party, 
from the exercise of marital authority, or 
from any external fact by which marriage 
legally can be proved, Thebill also allows 
a challenge against any juror who is a 
bigamist or a polygamist, and permits any 
person on a panel to be excused as a juror 
who says that he is a polygamist, without 
requiring him, however, to testify to his own 
crime. 

A GENTLEMAN 
who has been devoting special attention to 
educational subjects says that oue important 
step that should be taken to help check 
polygamy is with relation to education in 
Utah. It is within the power of the General 
Government to amend the Territorial laws so 
that education shall not be exclusively under 
the control of the Mormens. Polygamy is 
now taught in the schoolsof Utah, which are 
sustained in part by grants of Government 
lands. This gentleman suggests that the 
Government should provide in some way to 
destroy Mormonism at the fountain-head— 
namely: in the schools of the Territory. 
IRON AND STREL. 

The Sub-Committee of the Committee of 
Ways and Means appoiuted to consider Mr. 
McKinley’s bill, which provides that here- 
after the duty on any manufactured articles 
of iron or steel shall not be less than te duty 
on the material forming its chief component 


articles, wares, manufactures of vessels of 
iron and steel, excepting steel rails, whatso- 
ever, wholly or partially manufactured, shall 
in no case pay a less duty than is paid on the 
component material of chief value of the 
said article in the form in which it last 
existed. It is more explicit than 
the first bill. In the case of cotton ties, for 
example, the chief material of which they 
are composed isiron, and, under the first 
bill, it might be claimed that they should be 
admitted atthe rateof duty on pig-iron. 

Under the bill introduced today they would 
Le compelled to pay the duty on hoop-iron, 
which was the form in which they last ex- 
isted. So with steel blooms. They will, if Mr. 
McKinley’s bill passes, be. obliged to pay the 
duty imposed on ingots of steel. 


GARFIELD’S ILLNESS. 

The committee appointed to audit the bills 
incurred during President Garfield’s illness 
have given notice that demands must be pre- 
sented before the 10th of February. The 
agitation in the newspapers of the proper 
amounts to be paid the attendant physicians 
seems to have disgusted the doctors in the 
case. Dr. Bliss, when asked tonight if he 
had presented his bill, said: No, and I do 
not intend to present any bill. The other 
physicians in the case feel that it is dest, in 
view of all the circumstances of the case, not 
to present any bills to Con@yess, We 
are content to receive whatever the 
National Legislature chooses to give, if any- 
thing. I am agreed with my colleagues in 
this view of the case. Ido not thiak there 
need be any other contradiction given to the 
newspaper statements about the supposed 
| enurmity of our charges. 

THE LAND GRANTS. 

The House took important action this 
morning relative to the lapsed land grants. 
Holman, of Indiana, noted for bis opposi- 
tion to all jana grants and subsides, intro- 
duced a sweeping measure declaring all 
lapsed land grants forfeited to the Govern- 
ment. The measure was referred with- 
out much opposition to the Public 
Lauds Committee, a somewhat irregu- 
lar reference. That committee, it is 
said, favors the proposition. Agents of the 
Northern Pacific are already here to protect 
their interegts, and it is reported that the 
managers of all the land-grant roads any 
portion of whose grants have lapsed, will en- 
deavor to continue to defeat legislation hos- 
tile to their interests.

THE CANAL BILL. 

William Cullen, of the Seventh Illinois 
District, introduced a bili in the Honse to 
appropriate $1,000,000 to build locks and dains 
at or near Beardstown, Bedford, and Graf- 
ton, and such locks and dams as may be 
found necessary between La Salle and Joliet, 
to insure six feet of water in the channel of 
the river at low water (all of these loeks and 
dains to be similar in capacity to those now 
built at Henry and Copperas Creek), and for 
the 1 of the Lilinois & Michi- 
gan Canal trom Joliet to its junction 
with the Chicago River near the City of 
Chicago, its breadth not to be less than 150 
feet and the depth of water not less than 
eight feet. The money 80 appropriated is to 
be expended under the direction of the Beo- 
retary of War. But it is provided that the 
apptopriation shall not be available until the 
State of Lilinois shall release to the United 
States all its interests of property rights in 
and to the canal. 

BANKRUPTCY. 

Mr. Townsend, of Ohio, today introduced 
a bill to establish a uniform system of bank- 
ruptey, upon which he has spent much time. 
Being largely engaged in business, he has 
sought to frame a measure which will meet 
the requirements of business in the shortest 
and most practical manner. It is represented 
that this bill possesses the following advan- 
tages as compared with the act of 1867:

Sec. 20. The said inventory must contain an 
accurate statement of all the petitioner’s estate.

what, incumbrance thereon. The schedule and 
inventory shall be verified by the oath of the 
petitioner.

The day 
go fixed, if no objections have been made or re- 
main undisposed of, the Court shall prescribe 
the time within which the bankrupt may pro- 
cure the assent of his creditors to his proposed 
composition. If at or before the ex- 
Piration of the time so. fixed by the 
Court the bankrupt shail procure and 
fle the assent in writing of i three- 
fourths of his known creditors,the aggregate 
of whose debts, unsecured and provable, 
amount to three-fourths of all the known debts 
of the bankrupt, the Court may order that said 
composition be confirmed, and may, except as to 
corporations or joint stock companies, order 
that, the bankrupt be dischurged as in other cases. 
But such discharge sbali not be operative or 
binding upon any creditor whose name has been 
omitted from the danktupt's schedule of debts 
bereinbefore mentioned. Any mistake inad- 
vertently made by the debtor in the statement 
of his debts may be corrected by permission of 
the Court at any time before final action on the 
question of the confirmation of the com position.

MAIL CONTRACTS. 
To the Western Associated Press. ° 

WAsuinoron, U. C., Jan. 16.—Representa- 
tive Vance has introduced a bill, the pream- 
ble of which revites that much injury to the 
mail service of the United States has grown 
out of the eustom of men bidding all over the 
country for carrying mails and then sub-let- 
ting to parties who are often unable to deliv- 
er them within due time for the want of 
means; and that the mails are often stopped 
by sub-contractors suddenly giving up their 
contracts, and the original contractors being, 
as is often the case, in distant States, are not 
in a position to remedy the evil at once; and, 
as a remedy, his bill instructs the Postmaster- 
General not to recognize sub-mail contraet- 
ors, but hereafter, when a bid is accepted by 
the department, the coutractor alone shail 
be held responsible at the department, and 
in case of failure his surety, or thé “sureties 
on his Bonds, shall be liable.

THE FARMERS. 
SUGAR-PRODUCTION. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 16.—The session 
of the Aerie iltural Congress today was oc- 
cupied in the discussion of the paper of Isaac 
A. Hedges, of St. Louis, Mo., on the sugar 
industry of the United. States. Mr. Hedges 
has given, during the past twenty-five years, 
much attention to the making of sugar and 
sirap from cane grown in mo N 
States. The seeaker recommen the Ear- 
ly Amber and Barly Orange cane as the most 
profitable varieties to be grown in the States 
north of the Ohio River. The samples of 
sugar and sirup on exhibition from various 
Northern States were of good quality, and 
demonstrated thaé much improvement has 
been made during tue past ten years in the 
manufacture of sugar north of what has 
herétofore been receagnized as “the sugar- 
bowl of the United States.“ 

. PORTER, 
of the Indian Territory, read a very interest- 
ing paper on the cereal capacity of the Indian 
Territory. The statistics contained in the 
paper showed that Indians were proving to 
be good farmers, and that the fivecivilized na- 
tions produced a surplus of grain and meat. 
The most profitable occupation of the Indians 
was the breeding and feeding of cattle. Gen. 
Porter said that the het winds frequently 
destroyed, ina short time, the most luxu- 
riant growth of the cereal crops,and that this 
anticipated damage to the growing crops in- 
clined the Indians in the Territory to devote 
their attention to the breeding and feeding of 
farm animals. 
THE MOST INTERESTING AND PRACTICAL 
PAPER OF THE SESSION 
was the one read by the Hon. W. I. Cham- 
berlain, Secretary of the Onio State Board of 
Agticultore. Mr. Chamberlain’s paper was 
listened to with much interest and the dis- 
cussion which followed conclusively proved 
that there was an imperative demand by the 
producers for complete statistics of the ex- 
tent of the crops grown in the United States, 
and the probable foreign demand therefor. 
Commissioner Loring highly complimented 
the writer of the paper, and in well timed re- 
marks pointed out the necessity of a better 
system of collecting public statistics of all 
that concerns the producer and consumer of 
farm crops. following 

RESOLUTIONS

Resolved, Toat the United States Department 
of Agriculture and the several States and Ter- 
ritories, through their Boards of Agriculture or 
otherwise, be and they are hereby requested to 
codperaté in the work of colieeting and publish- 
ing full and accurate statistics relating to the 
agricultual productions of the United States. 

Reaolved, That the Chairman of thiscon vention, 
the Commissioner of Agriculture of the United 
States, be and is hereby requested to furnish the 
President of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives each with a copy of 
the foregoing preamble and resolutions, and 
urge the passage of a law by Congress providing 
for the collection of the agricultusal and com- 
mercial statistics of other nations. 

Ex-Consul Bridgland, once at Havre, 
France, called attention to the great loss sus- 
tained by American producers as the result 
of the order prohibiting the importathon of 
American pork products. He urged the con- 
vention to ask Congtess to pass retaliatory 
measures.

NATIONAL BANKS. 
DEMOCRATIC CHARACTER OF THE SYSTEM— 
WHAT 18 OPPONENTS WANT. 

New York Heraid. 

WASHINGTON, O. C., Jan. 13.— The discus- 
sion in the Senate concerning National banks 
shows that the Southern Democrats main- 
tain their hostility to these banks, but does 
not disclose any good or forcible reasons for 
the desire to destroy them. Senator Gar- 
land, who is uswaliy a discreet talker, went 
80 far as to say that before the banks whose 
charters are expiring should reorganize Con- 
gress ought to see their books; but Congress 
would have a pleasing time of it going over 
the books of several thousand banks. So far 
as the public is ‘interested the condition of 
these banks had a very close scrutiny during 
the long period of financial disaster and de- 
pression from 1873 to 187% In that time of 
universal bankruptcy and general financial 
ruin not a bill holder of any National bank 
lost a dollar by the failure of a bank, and 
this is more than can be said for any bank- 
mg system this country ever had before the 
creation uf the National banks. 

This also is the real and final test of the 
merit of a banking system. The depositors 
may be required to look out for themselves, 
tor there is no more reason why the Govern- 
ment should keep guard over the place 
where a merchant chooses to deposit his 
money than over the place where he chooses 
to store his goods. 

SAVINGS BANKS, 

as they are established for the poor and 
ignorant, are properly guarded the estab- 
lishment of safe regulations and ctions. 
But it ie demonstrable that ten times as 
much money has been lost in the last dozen 
years by deposftors in savings banks than by

The Nervous American. 
Tue greatest maker of telescopes is Alvan 
Clark, of Cambridgeport, Mass. He is now en- 
gaged in making a larger instrument than any 
ever before attempted. That partof the work 
requiring greatest skill is lens grinding, of which 
one who visited the factory says: 

Tre process of lens grinding, so far as it goes, 
isa very interesting one. The glass itself has 
been heretofore obtained from Chance & Co., of 
Birmingbam, Engiand, but now is received from 
Paris. The giass from which smali lenses are 
made is generally cast in tBick sheets, while 
that for the largest ones comes in disks, slightly 
eonvexed. The first rough grindmg ot the large 

lasses is dove by machinery, the indstone 

ing a rapidly revolving equatorial concaved 
iron wheel, over which a smaiil stream of water 
and granulated iron is kept running. This 
wears away the glass very fast, preparing it 
for the second which is a finer grind- 
ing witb iron tools andemery. Then follows the 
8 al local work of correcting the spberical 
aberrations of the glass. This work is princi- 
y done by Alvan G. Clark, the son, and his 
— George B. Clark, although there is one 
man in their embioy whois also capable of 22 
it.

THE UTE INDIANS. 


Lecture by the Bev. HI. F. Bond, 

The Rev. H. F. Bund, for several years Indian 
Agent at Los Pivos, Colo., lectured last evening 
in the parior of the Chureh of the Messiah on 
the Ute Indians. The Utes, he said, appeared to 
have been natives of Colorado, urst occupying 
the region near the source of the San Juan 
River. They were accustomed to the mount- 
ains, and were always in conflict with the Ar- 
apahoes and Cheyennes. In 1863, the Utes had 
38,700 square miles of territory. By a succes- 
sion of treaties, within the last twenty years, 
their lands have been cut down, till they now 
have only 950 square miles. In 1880 a treaty was 
concluded by which the tribe surrendered ali 
their lands in Colorado. The secrets of 
their treaties, the speaker said, seldom 
become known. In 1868 and 1873 the survey was 
so imperfect that the Washington authorities 
did not know much more what they were doing 
while determining the boundary lines than the 
Indians. The Los Pinos Agency, which was to 
be in the reservation line, was placed nine miles 
east of it. The San Juan treaty was secured by 
advising the Utes to sell the mountain country 
but hold the rich farm lands for their future 
use. The Uncompaghre k by the terms of 
the treaty belonged to the Indians, but by some 
error in the surveying it was lostto them. The 
Utes were opposed to this treaty, and their 
Chief Ouray was with difficutty induced to 


81 it. 

he Indians were forced to yield to the inevit- 
able. They bad as great an aversion to giving 
up their hunting grounds and homes to go 
into farming as the people here would 
have to adupt the Indians’ way of living. 
Much of the trouble with them bad been caused 
by the bad faith of the Government, which had 
violated the terms of treaties and failed to meet 
its agreements. The payments under the treaty 
of 1873, though the money was put at interest, 
did not reach the Utes till 1876, nor did Uuray’s 
sulary, halt of which the speaker advanced to 
keep the peace. 

These trives having been expelied from Col- 
orudo had been located in Utah, where the white 
Utes remained only long enough to get their 
money and then returned to their old home in 
the mountains. The Indian's love of nome 
was strong, and nothing, in the spenk- 
er's opinion, could more cruel: than 
to remove the mountain Indian to the 
plains of the Indian Territory. The red man did 
not seem so able to change his home as the 
whites. But the rush of settiers to the West was 
— driving the Indian away from his old 

unts. 

He agreed with ex- Secretary Schurz that the 
Indians could not be settled till they held lands 
like the white men. the latter were 
crowding the former out, and were aided by the 
military in the work, it was not true that the In- 
dian could take readily to farming pursuits. 
The speaker thought the Indians should 
commence wouk as herders of 
sheep, and then cattle. They bad 
made progress in this work, 
the stepping-stone to «tilling 
When one becomes acquainted with these peo- 
ple he finds the Government treats them all too 
much alike. The dissatisfaction wien led to 
the massacre of Agent Meeker was the result in 
part of depriving the friendly Utes in the Black 
Hitls of their guns, which they needed for hunt- 
ing. It bad been said that the outbreak occurred 
because the Indians wanted the ground the 
Agent was plowing, but the troubles grew out of 
violation of the treaty. 

He considered mat to take away 12,000,000 
acres and expect the Indians to give.up their 
roving habits for industrious pursuits at 
once was monstrous and cruel. If one- 
quarter, of the reservation bad been left 
them r another generation, they might have 
changed from bunters to berders and gradually 
became farmers. The Utes were remarkabic 
for their good- uatureduess. ana he never saw a 
practical joke among them lead to a quarrel. 

The speaker spoke of the treatment of the 
savage tribes by the army as harshand inex- 
cusable. The military should protect them in 
their rights. but it was always on the side of the 
settiers, who were often violating treaties. The 
course taken with the Utes was even less ex- 


cusable than that with other tribes, be- 
cause they had always deen ce- 
ful and friendly to the whiter. He 


was confident the Indians could be taught to do 
a little work if properly encouraged, and feit 
certain that in a quarter of @ century they could 
be partially if not wholly civilized. But the 
Government must use more re le and just 
measures to accomplish this, 
The speaker closed with a very interesting 
sketch of the great Ute Chef Ouray, who, be 
„was a most remarkable Indian, always a 
friend to the whites, and a man of great influ- 
ence in his tribe. His successor, unless he has 
changed since Mr. Bond left, was bonest and a 
good choice, though be did vot seem to pussess 
the progressive ideas of Ouray. 


GIDDINGS AND WADE. 


Honorable History of the Law Firm 
Which They Feunded. 
Ashtabula (O.) Sentinel. 

The existence of the oldest law firm of this 
county was ended on the Ist of the present 
month by the Hon. C. E. Wade retiring from 
practice, preparatory to entering upon the du- 
ties of Probate Judge, to which office be was 
elected last fall. Thinking that a short history 
of the tirm would be worth recording, we have 
obtained the following data of its various mem- 
bers: 1 

In 1821 J. R. Giddings commenced the practice 
of law, and was the first of the line. Ten years 
later—1831—he formeda partnership with B. F. 
Wade. This partnership lasted until 1887. at 
which time Mr. Giddings was elected to Con- 
gress, and he withd from the firm. Mr. 
Wade was then joined by R. P. Ranney, and they 
coutinued under the firm name of Wade & Kan- 
ney until 1847, in which year B. F. Wade was ap- 
pointed Judge, and withdrew from the firm. 
The same year Mr. Ranney entered 
into partnership with C. 8. Simonds and 
Darius Cadwell, under the firm name of Ranney, 
Simonds & Cadweil. In 1851,the new Constitu- 
tion going into effect, R. FV. Ranney was elected 
Judge of the Supreme Court, being one of the 
first Judges clected to that piace in the State, 
and retired from the firm. The first name being 
dropped, the firm of Simonds & Cadwell then ap- 
peared, and continued from 1547 to 1 a 
quarter of a century, uncha 
years (1865 to 1865) of this time udge 
well serv as .Provost Marshai. In 
Mr. and 
moved to Cleveland, where be was soon after 
elected Judge of the Court of Common Pleas. 
In 1872, on the retirement of Mr. Cadwell, E. C. 
Wade entered into partnership with C. 8. Si- 
monds under the name of Simonds & Wade. 
This continued until 1879, at which time Mr. 
Simonds practicaily rew from the practice 
of law and the tirm, and E. C. Wade was the last 
of the firm. In October Mr. Wade was elected 
Probate Judge, and thus ends the line. 

The firm hus enjoyed a full share of honorable 
offices. embracing :

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 18.— Reports received 
by the State Board of Health show that the out- 
break of small-pox at Dwight has been sup- 
pressed with a total of six cases and three 
deaths. The Mayor of Watseka telegraphs that 
two cases have appeared in that town, and an- 
other death is reported from Woodland, where 
the disease has existed for two weeks. The 
disease is proving troubiesome in the vicinity of 
Cerro Gordo, and a case 1s reported from Oak- 
ley, in that neighborhood. A case is also re- 
ported from Peljonica, in Massac County. The 
lumber-car case here now gives his name as 
William Henry Priestly.

MR. BLAINE’S FOREIGN POLICY. 
lt is manifestly the purpose of the Tory 
newspapers of England to bully President 
Arthur and Secretary-of-State Frelinghuysen 
into receding from the position taken by Mr. 


any desire tointerfere in the domestic con- 


cerns of any of the nations to which it was 
addressed, but to promote friendly relations, 
diplomatic and commercial, between all Re- 
publics on the American Continent, with, 
perhaps, aspecial purpose to resist fur com- 
mon benefit European eneroachment, inter- 
ference, or supervision, This is a policy 
which will receive the hearty indorsement 
of the American people without regard to 
party. 

A most sensible view of the case was taken 
in a recent number of the London Spectator, 
in which it is declared that there is nothing 
in the position taken by the United States 
Government that is inconsistent with Euro- 
pean diplomacy, and that every great nation 
has peculiar interests in certain territorial 
questions outside its own immediate juris- 
diction. Germany assumes a kind of pro- 
tective right over Trieste, and even Con- 
stantinople. England is always prompt 
to assert itself in any question affecting 
Egypt or any of the countries abutting upon 
“the shortest sea route to India,” and 
actually exercises a dictatorship over 
the Suez Canal, which practically does 
not differ from the guarantee of neu- 
trality which the United States Gov- 
ernment insists upon giving exclustwely to 
any isthmus canal connecting the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans. France has only one 
province in North Africa, but asserts excep- 
tional rights over that entire continent in or- 
der to guard its own interests. In the same 
manner, Mr. Blaine has claimed for the 
United States Government a paramount in- 
terest in the protection of an interoceanic 
canal on this continent, and desires that the 
other American Republics shall act with the 
United States Government in resisting any 
European interference. This position is nat- 
ural and rational always, and it will be prac- 
ticable wheggver any nation which takes it 
is prepared tb defend and enforce it. 

The Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850 is sum- 
moned as 3 permanent and insurmountable 
barrier to the accomplishment of the pur- 
pose outlined by Mr. Blaine. Such an as- 
sumption is not a partof diplomacy. Incase 
England were permitted to establish a pro- 
tectorate over an isthmus canal, it would not 
be restrained by the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
if it should become involved in war with the 
United States. That point, made by Mr. 
Blaine, is a good one, notwithstanding the 
London Standard affects to shun it; but it 
might have been emphasized by the further 
statement that England has already, on more 
than one occasion, violated the spirit and 
even the express terms of that same treaty. 
The United States does not desire and will 
not tolerate any offensive-defensive partner- 
ship with England in guarding the neutrality 
of the isthmus canal. If the Clayten-Bal- 
wer treaty contemplates that; it must be 
abrogated or modified. Thatis all there is 
to it. The canal may never be con- 
structed; the attempt to build 
prove impracticabie and be abandoned; but, 
in any case, the American people are not 
willing that England or any other European 
Power should control it. ‘The United States 
Government is able to take care of its own 
interests. Mr. Blaine's position was based 
on that theory, and the American people will 
accept no other. If our navy is small and 
inefficient now, we have the fiscal and me- 
chanical ability to make it large and effi- 
cient. It will not be long till there shall be 
railroads running from the Rie Grande 
through Mexico to the isthmus, constructed 
with American capital: It cannot be doubted 


Blaine iu regard to the iuteroceanic canal f that Mexico will act with the United States 


and South and Central American relations. 
The article on this subject printed by the 
London Standard and telegraphed over to 
this country is a sufficient notice of the pur- 
pose we have indicated. But the English 
effort is evidently fourded on a misappre- 
hension of the reasons for Mr. Blaine's re- 
tirement, and it is likely to miscarry. It is 
evidently presumed in England that Mr. 
Blaine's retirement and Mr. Frelinghuaysen’s 
appointment were due to dissatisfaction with 
the former’s diplomatic note to Mr. Lowell 
and his circular to the Republics of Central 
and South America, and it is upon this hy- 
pothesis that an abandonment of Mr. 
Blaine's policy is predicted. It is not 
necessary to explain to any one familiar 
with American politics that no such 
significance attaches to the change in the 
State Department. The retirement of Mr. 
Biaine from the Cabinet was a matter of 
course from the moment the late President 
Garfield died. It was generally believed, 
and subsequent events have vroved the cur- 
rectness of the assumption, that President 
Arthur would form a Cabinet from a par- 
ticular faction of the Republican party with 
which Mr. Blaine has no sympathy and could 
not act in harmony. Had there been no 
question whatever as to the policy of tne 
American Government with regard to the 
interoceanic canal. or the relations between 
the various Republics on the American Con- 
tinent, Mr. Blaine would have retired from 
the State Department just the same. To 
assume that he was superseded by Mr. Fre- 
linghuysen on account of dissatisfaction with 
his policy as to these relations on the part of 
President Arthur, the Republican party, or 
the American people, is simply a confession 
of ignorance in regard to the workings of 
American politics. 

As a matter of fact, the circumstances 
warrant the belief that, at the time Mr. 
Blaine wrote the diplomatic notes which 
have excited so much comment, bis position 
was approved by Mr. Arthur. The note to 
Lowell and the circular to the Republics of 
Central and South America were both dis- 
patched after Mr. Arthur was well estab- 
lished in his suecession, and at a time when 
Mr. Blaine, certain of retiring shortly from 
office, would not have undertaken to com- 
mit the new Administration to any decided 
policy without the sanction of the President. 
Moreover, Mr. Walker Biaine, son of ex- 
Secretary Blaine, was appointed Secretary of 
the special mission intrusted with the South 
American circular—a circumstance whieh 
indicates that the President and Mr. Blaine 
were fully en rappert as to the object of 
that mission. It has been agreed also by 
both Mr. Arthur’s friends and Mr. Blaine's 
friends that the relations of these two gen- 
tlemen were entirely cordial and their sep- 
aration due to the proposed inauguration of 
the minority faction of the Repubtican party 
in the new Administration of the Govern- 
ment. If, therefore, Mr. Frelmghuysen shall 
recede from the policy promulgated by 
Blaine with the evident indorsement of the 
new President, such action will be a sign of 
weakness which caunet fail to impair foreian 
respect for the American Government and to 
a still greater extent injure domestic confi- 
dence in the present Administration.

Government in the latter’s assertion of the

GEN, GRANT AND FiTZ JOHN PORTER. 

Gen. Grant’s surprising change of front in 
the Fitz John Porter case is assumed by 
some persons to have special importance, for 
two reasons: First, because his military ed- 
ucation and experience constitute him the 
best possible judge of the merits of the de- 
fense; secondly, because his new opinion is 
understood to be based on lately-discovered 
evidence, or upon the first original investi- 
gation of the record that he has been able to 
make. But both of these assumptions are 
violently untrue, 

The Fitz John Porter case long ago ceased 
to be a military question and became a legal 
question. Thé dispute is about facts. If the 
facts were as Fitz John Porter claims on the 
29th of August, 1862, it is not denied that he 
was wrongtully convicted. If they were as 
the general court-martial found them five 
months afterwards, there is no escape from 
the conclusion that he was guilty and ought 
to hate been sentenced to be shot. This 
was, indeed, the opinion of so humane a 
man as President Lincoln, who, as Mr. Rob- 
ert Lincoln testified in 187s before the Board 
of Review, believed that this was the only 
error in the proceedings ot the court-martial. 

A military man is competent to decide on 
a given statement of facts what would be 
the proper course for an officer to pursue, 
But we do not understand that military men 
have any singular prescienee which enables 
them to determine more than other men 
what the facts were in a given case. We do 
not understand that Gen. Grant’s education 
or experience peculiarly qualifies him to pass 
on the amount, character, and weight of un- 
sworn testimony produced by Fitz John Por- 
ter before his er- parte Board of Review, or 
to determine how far it was irrelevant, how 
far negatived by documentary evidence (as 
much of it was), and to what extent it was 
entitled to prevail over testimony flatly con- 
tradicting it on the other side. 

The absurdity of Gen. Grant’s statement 
that he has given three days” to the ex- 
amination of the case appears at this point. 
Since the questions of fact at issue can be 
determined only by a careful comparison 
and sifting ef the whole testimony in the 
case, it was absolutely essential that Gen. 
Grant ot anybedy else who desired to pass 
an impartial judgment should read over the 
record. It was a physical impdéssibility for 
him to do this in “three days.” No pre- 
vious reading of the testi 
years ago would suffice. It was necessary 
that the record should be taken in its entirety 
in order that the eredibility of the witnesses, 
their agreement or disagreement on the two 
hearings, and their self-contradictions by 
their own printed reports might be ascer- 
tained. * 

Seeondly, undue importance has been at 
tached te Gen. Gram’s sudden conversion 
because it was supported to be based on new- 
ly discovered evidence, or was at least the 
first careful and thenough examination of 
the case on its meritshe bad been able to 
make. But neither the one thing nor the 
other was true. Nota particie of important 
testimony was produced. before the Board of 
Review that Gen. Grant did not have before 
him when he was Presidenit. In 1869 Porter 
filed “an appeal to President Grant.“ Ac- 
companying this appeal wes a mass of docu- 


ny ten or a dozen 
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Confederate Generals Longstreet and Wilcox 
over their own signatures, and Gen. Lee’s 
printed report. Now, itis in evidence not 
only that these documents were filed with 
Gen. Grant, but that he read them patiently 


and passed an adverse judgment on the ap- 


peal. The proof of this is an autograph let- 
ter by him addressed to Gen. Pope. The lat- 
ter had written to President Grant for the 
purpose of withdrawing all objections to the 
reopening of Porter’s case. Gen. Pope was 
apprehensive that he might be regarded as a 
persecuter of Porter, and to avoid public 
clamor was willing to have the whole case 
gone into again.

NEWSPAPERS AS ATTORNEYS. 

One of the San Francisco papers, having 
accused another of selling its editorial influ- 
ence for $30,000 to a railroad company, was 
sued for libel. On the trial the Court, in rul- 
ing that such a charge was not libelous, used 
the following language: 


Is it morally or legally wrong for a person to 
advocate a project, matter, or claim for pocuui- 
ary or valuable consideration? Talent is as 
much the capital of the advocate, the lawyer, 
and she editor as merchandise is of the mer- 
ebant: be has as much right to sell bis talents 
as the mercbant his merchandise. The lawyer, 
the miaister, the Parliamentary advocate, the 
lecturer, the author, ge!is his talent, and he is not 
the less ted for so doing. greater his 
learning, industry, eloquence, and the esteem 
in which he is held, the greater bis pecuniary 
compensation. It seems to me that it is no more 
libelous to accuse one of selling for gain the sup- 
port and advocacy of his newspaper than it 
would be to accuse the mercbant of selling for 
gain his merchandise. 

Despite that this is the ruling of a court, 
we think there is a serious defect in the rea- 
soning. The newspaper is not in the posi- 
tion of the advocate or the lawyer,” nor is 
it in thé same position as the merchant hav- 
ing merchandise to sell. The lawyer is em- 
ployed to advocate the cause of another; he 
represents his client, and what he says and 
does in that behalf is to be taken, and is so 
understood, as said and done by the party he 
represents. Ilie appears in the matter as an 
advocate, hired to do and say in the name of 
his client whatever the interest of his client 
may demand. He deceives no one. There is 
no misunderstanding as to his connection 
with the matter. His opinion and his judg- 
ment are the opinion and judgment of a pro- 


fessional man representing and speaking for 


and in the name of another person who pays 
him for that opinion. It is an accident, per- 
haps, that the attorney who delivers this 
judgment and opinion was not employed on 
the other side, in which case the opinion 
would have been diréctly the reverse. The 
public understand all this; no person is de- 
ceived, and the pleas’ of the advocate have 
the weight and influehceof an attorney, and 
no more. 

But the relation of a newspaper to the pub- 
lic is wholly different. It holds itself out as 
something else than an attorney or a lobby- 
ist; it professes to present to the publie in- 
formation from a disinterested view; it dis- 
claims the office of a hired advocate or at- 
torney; it denies that its “talents” are for 
sale; it insists and so claims that its opin- 
ions and judgments are the results of reful 
and deliberate examinations and in the inter- 
ests of the general public; it proclaims that 
its duty is to the public, and that what it says 
and publishes is to promote the interests of 
that public. The only circumstances under 
which the case of a newspaper can be said to 
be parallel to that of a professional advocate 
or lobbyist are when the attorney employed 
and paid on one side secretly accepts pay also 
from the other side, and gving into court be- 
trays or gives away the cause of the party 
which he professes to serve. We suppose it 
would be libelous to charge an attorney rep- 
resenting of record one side with having ac- 
cepted pay from the other and betraying the 
first. 

The newspaper is a representative of the 
public. It assumes and professes to protect 
and defend the public interests. It adver- 
tises and proclaims that it has not and cannot 
have any client but the general public. Can 
a newspaper under these circumstances ac- 


cept a fee from the other side—can it for 


money betray the public for a private inter- 
est, and do so without disgrace? If a pro- 
fessional attorney who is prepared to advocate 
any cause for compensation and accepts also 
a fee from the other side becomes disgraced 
and subject to be disbarred for such conduct, 
how is a newspaper which is supported by 
the public, which exists by public toleration 
because it is the organ, representative, and 
advocate of public interests, to escape the 
disgrace and dishonor of a like betrayal of 
confidence ? 

If the newspaper, however, like the at- 
torney, should annou that its opinions, 
judgments, criticisms, teachings, and ad- 
vocacy are for sale; that its editorial columns 
are open to the highest bidder; that it is not 
an organ of the public, and that its best 
labors are at the service of such clients as 
may employ it, then there would be no fraud, 
no false pretenses, and to allege that it 
accepted a fee of $30,000 would be no more 
libelous than to make the same charge 
against an attorney. 

The crime, dishonor, and disgrace is in the 
newspaper professing to be a representative 
of the public, and an advocate of public in- 
terests, and thus obtaining public confidence, 
and at the same time abusing that contidence 
for pay in the interest of an adverse party. 

There is much misapprehension on this sub- 
ject of the bribery ana corruption of politics. 
The extent of the evil is very inconsiderable. 
No newspaper could survive a knowledge 
that its columns and its influence were for 
sale. Once established that its editorials 
were paid for, the use of those editorials 
would cease to be worth paying for. No 
paper can influence, or control, or mold 
public opinion tniess it has public confi- 
dence. The paper which has lost public con- 
fidence, whose columns are known to be 
open toany one who will pay for their nse, can 
really offer no consideration for a bribe. 
The days of such a newspaper mast 
soon become numbered, it is soon abandoned 
by the public to whom it has proved faise, 
and it is abandoned by the corruptionists to 
whom it has no further value.

MR. * ge RETRACTION. 

The Rev., Henry Ward Beecher placed 
himself in an awkward position dy his 
charges against the Brooklyn Board of Edu- 
cation, and, though he has made what repara- 
tion he could by backing squarely out, he 
bas none the less hurt himself by showing a 
disposition to retait rumors of a grave ehar- 
acter against officials without satisfying 
himself first of their truth, or at least having 
his evidence in hand. 

Mr. Beecher originally charged in his 
New- Year’s sermon that there were members 
of the Board of Education who made the loss 
of virtue the condition of obtaining and re- 
taining positions in the publie schools. Nat- 
urally such a declaration, made in a public 
manner from the pulpit, created great ex- 
citement. In the first place, it brought all 
the public-school teachers under suspicion. 
In the second place, it brought every mem- 
ber of the Board of Edueation under sus- 
In the third place, it carried greater 


pulpit and by a man who naturally would 
not be supposed to make it unless he had 
some grounds for so d and that he had 
grounds for it he left his hearers and the 
public to infer by the remark that he should 
allude to it again, 

The Board of Education promptly met the 
charges by appointing a committee to wait 
upon Mr. Beecher and ascertain what facts 
he had in his possession to substantiate such 
unpleasant allegations. Mr. Beecher sent 
the committee a letter in which he said he 
would appoint a day to meet the committee. 
He tailed to do so. The matter could not 
rest there, however, and undoubtedly he 
would have been peremptorily challenged to 
make good his charges or rest under the ac- 
cusation of having made charges of a crimi- 
nal nature without authority if he had not 
on Sunday last made a publie retraction, re- 
voked his words, and “desired that they 
should be as if they had never been written.“ 

Mr. Beecher has made a manly apology, 
but the event should be a profitable example 
to him in future “to be sure you’re right and 
then go ahead.” He had evidently been 
told by some one substantially what he 
alleged in his sermon, for it is not concely- 
able that he would have manufactured such 
stories out of whole cloth When called 
upon to make goed his allegations he found 
either that his informant could not furnish 
the proofs or or did not want to be known in 
the matter, and therefore declined to sub- 
stantiate anything. Meantime, Mr. Beecher 
had made his charges in the most public 
manner and found himself left alone with 
them, with no evidence in his possession to 
prove them, and with no one to whom he 
could even refer for corroboration. Nothing 
was left for him, therefore, but to back 
squarely out, retract unconditionally and 
without explanation, giving no intimation of 
the grounds upon which he originally made 
his charges. 

So far as the charges themselves are con- 
cerned, nothing is settled. Mr. Beecher does 
not say they are true; nor does he say they 
a untrue. He simply takes back his utter- 
ales, desiring them to be considered as un- 
said, but, as he would not have said them 
except upon some authority, it is to be in- 
ferred that such rumors had reached him, 
and, as these rumors imply one of the most 
infamous of char it would seem the 
proper thing for Board of Education to 
do to challenge an investigation into its con- 
duct as publicly as Mr. Beecher made the 
original charge and settle the matter at once. 
It is due to them and to their teachers that 
they should be above even a suspicion 
of such a horrible charge. If it was in- 
spired by malice, if Mr. Beecher was in- 
formed by some person who desired to 
injure the board or the teachers, the source 
of it ought to be exposed. At the same time 
it ought to be a warning to Mr. Beecher and 
to all other persons holding public position 
not to make charges of this kind unless they 
are positive they can substantiate them. A 
little care in this matter would have saved 
Mr. Beecher from fihding himself in a very 
awkward and embarrassing position, which 
is not relieved by the probability that he be- 
lieved he was stating what was true. They 
were no ordinary charges, and they should 
have been made upon no ordinary authority. 

Prince ALBERT JONES has been granted a 
third trial by Judge Rogers, While the 
Judge may have acted within a wise discre- 
tion in granting the motion of defendant’s 
counsel, the case certainly illustrates the de- 
fects of the Illinois criminal procedure in a 
peculiar manner. Jones was found guilty 
on his first trial of manslaughter and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for fourteen years in 
the penitentiary. He was granted a new 
trial on the ground that evidence tending to 
show malice had been produced and permit- 
ted to go before the jury. The»State’s-At- 
torney then nolle prose’d the indictment for 
manslaughter and brought in an indictment 
for murder. Thedefendant was again found 
guilty, this time of the greater of- 
fense, and sentenced to be imprisoned 
for life. The Judge has now grant- 
ed a third trial substantially on the 
ground that the first trial was correct 
and the sentence for manslaughter just. So 
the prosecution of Prince Albert falls between 
two stools, and he gets the benefit of the 
errors of Judge and jury and his own coun- 
sel. If he should be convicted again, he 
might get a fourth trialon the ground that 
it is no crime to kill a “nigger” in Cook 
County. There is no reason to believe that 
he will see the inside of the penitentiary as 
long as his money holds out and his friends 
continue to subseribe purses for his defense. 
As a distinguished lawyer said publicly not 
long ago: When was a rich man or a man 
of good social position convicted of crime in 
Cook County?” The Bloomington mob was 
not so far outof the way when it cried, “ The 
law is a faree.” The criminal law és almost 
“a farce’ in IIlinois. It is intended solely 
for the benefit of. men who have not the 
money with which to hire “ successful crim- 
inal lawyers” and weary out the patience of 
the prosecutors and the people with endless 
quibbles, tricks, and frauds upon justice.

Conconp, N. H., Jan. 1.—A matter of great 
interest to the people of New Hawpsbire grows 
out of che recent attempted consolidation of 
the Concord Railroad with the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad. During the palmy days of Democratic 
supremacy in the State, when Isaac Hill was 
the Democratic Governor-maker and con- 
science-keeper of the party, it was the settled 
policy of the State to guard by positive lezisia- 
tion against encroachmeuts upon the rights of 
the people by corporations which bad been or 
migut be created by the Legisiature. We now 
understand and appreciate the sagacity of 
the old Democratic chiefs, who actod wiser than 
they knew. They had a healthy fear of foreign 
domination; and, while it wasacardinal principle 
to curb, by tit legislation, dun:estic corporations, 
regarding their conduct at dome, it also be- 
camo a settied policy to prohibit entangling 
alliances with those of other States, believing 
that as great dungers might «arise through 
dominant intluences outside as inside of the 
State lines. Among other provisivos, the fol- 
lowmg was adopted: That no sale, lease, mort- 
gage, or contract for the use of any rail- 
roud shall be valid, unless author- 
nod dy te Leislature; also, that 
no contruct between two vr more railroad cor- 
porations.for the use of each other's roads, shall 
ve egal or binding fora longer term than five 
years, por unless sauctioned in writing by the 
Railroad Commissioner, and anproved by the 
Governor and Councily It would seem that the 
legislative. inteution was sufficiently clear, 80 
that therecould be no misunderstanding; but it 
appears that the officers and Directors of the 
two railruads above named do not understand 
that the Leygisiature intended restraint of any 
sort upon the sweet will of raliroad companies, 
So these two companies have, through their 
gUicers, Directors, aud agents, made a contract 
Wita each other fur the use of cach other's 
roads, machinery and fixtures, beside dove-tall- 
ing the management ot both. In fuct, except in 
name, the two have consolidated, and form but 
one, the coutrollmg element being outside New 
Hampsbire. The Concord RKaiirvad, running 
from Concord to Nashua, about thirty-five miles. 
10, to the extent of its line from Concord to 
Manchester, the sole route by which the im- 
meuse local and through business of the North- 
ern Raiiroad Boston, Concord & Mont- 
real, with their Ura and connections, reach 
tide-water. In con ence it receives tribute 
from all the busin tnrough and of Central 
New Hampshire, east and west, which has 
made it, for ite letgth and amount of its 
capital, the most uluable road in New 
Eng The par valge of its stock ia $50. Its 
market value for years has ranged from $380 to 
$112 per share. We believe that it has never de- 
clared less thana 10 percent dividend, and has 
bad a surplus more than sufficient during the 
last fifteen years to doubie-track its whole 
length, to more 205 double its rollug- stock. 
and to build new and expensive depots. It also 
bas enabled the corporation to absorb on ninety- 
nine-year leases, and fully stock and operate the 
Manchester & Weare, Conword & Portsmoutd, 
and the Suncuok Valley Kuilroads. Another fac- 
tor to be considered is this: The Manchester & 
Lawrence Railroad, as its name indicates, runs 
from tue former to the latter city. and thence to 
Boston, gfording an add:tiona! duct for all local 
and tbrough business between Manvbester and 
Boston, competing at its nurthernu terminus with 
the Concord and Boston & Lowell for all south- 
ern-bound freight and passengers for Boston, 
and at the latter city—its southern terminus— 
with the Boston & Lowell tor Northern and 
Western business over the Concord Road. The 
charge fur fare and freight trum Concord to 
Nashua (where, by the Nashua & Lowell Koad, 
which the Boston & Lowell bas leased, the Con- 
cord feeds the Boston & Lowelli)is double that 
from Concord to Manchester. lt is therefore tor 
the interest of the Concord to befriend the Bos- 
ton & Lowell, and for the latter to compel busi- 
ness from Boston via Lowell and Nasbua to feed 
the Concord Kond at that point. 

Another consideration should be noted: By 
reason of this relationship to all the roads above 
and below, the Concord Road has all along 
claimed and received enormous and unjust trib- 
ute jn the way of excessive charges from every 
business interest uf the State. Demanding out- 
rugevus pay for small services, it bus compelied 
alithe other roads to twist and turn every way 
to earn a dollar for their stockholders. Com- 
peting for through business with the New York 
system of roads, and with the Grand Trunk line 
through Canada to Portland, the Northern 
could not place the necessary overcharge on 
that class of business, which, by competition, 
afforded little or no profit, but squeezed its 
divideud from the not overfull purses of small 
farmers, und all who for any reason require 
transportation over that roud. A neighbor of 
mine had occasion to send some Darreis of ap- 
pies over that road us freight from Concord to 
Canaan—«a distance of forty-three miies. The 
regular charge, which be paid, was 50 cents a 
barrel of 160 pounds, or over $7 « ton, while the 
cost transportation of a barrel of flour from 
Chic to Concord—a distance of 1.200 miles— 
and weighing 216 pounds, was only 40 cents. In 
like manner the Concord & Montreal pursues 
the even tenor of its way respecting its business. 

So intolerable bad tuis “ Old-Man- of-the-Sea”’ 
character of the © Koad become that the 
roads so affected applied to the Legislature, 
through their friends, for the incorporation of 
another line from Concord. via Mavchester, to 
Nashua. These efforts, always fruitiess, con- 
tinued for years, e Concord Company, pleth- 
oric in puree, by influences and methods un- 
known but easily guessed, have controlled the 
Legisiature of this State for more than twenty 
years rewarding this matter.

Continuation of the Dangerous 
Condition of Affairs at 
Nashville, 


Nearly Three Hundred Families 
Forced to Leave Their 
Homes. 


Many Poor Persons Thrown 
‘Upon the Charity of the 
Public. 


Towns on the Tennessee River in Se- 
rious Danger from the 
Flood.

A Cold Wave Sweeping Over a 
Large Section of the 
West. 


The Destructive Filed Continues at 
Nash villo, ’ 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 16.— Heavy rains last 
night and today have materiaily increased the 
danger to lives and property by the rise in the 
Cumbertand River and backwaters in the city 
and vicinity. Nearly 300 families have been 
forced to leave their homes by the continuous 
rise of backwaters, and much suffering is being 
eudured in consequence. Many poor white and 
colored families have been thrown upon the 
charity of the public for food and shelter. la 
some localities as mauf as six families are 
crowded“under one roof. The Mayor makes an 
appeal this afternoon in behalf of these desti- 
tute people, and the charitable are urged to 
interest themselves in securing food and shelter 
for them until they can reéstablish themselves 
in their bomes. Tie loss which au additional 
rise of three feet would entail upon property- 
owners along the river and adjacent thereto 
could hardly be estimated. In the lumber-yards 
in East Nashville millions of feet of lumber 
floating in the water is only kept in bounds by the 
most persistent efforts of a large foree of hands 
kept there night and day fur that purpose. 
River- men are of the vpinion that the Cumber- 
land will rise at least two feet by tomorrow, and 
perhaps more. In view of this fact par- 
ties owning property along the river Hadie 
to be carried away by an addidonal rise are 
doubling their precautions to prevent such a 
catastrophe. A negro girl, while vrossing a foot- 
log over Mill Creek, slippedand fell into the 
roaring current. Before assistance could reach 
her sbe sank and was drowned. A Point Burn- 
side, Ky., special says the river is falling repidiy 
at the bead, but a beavy ruin is fallmg, and wi 
likely cause another rise. A Johosonviile sve- 
cial says: “The Tennessee HKiver rose eight 
inches from 6 p. m. last evening tg 7-this morn- 
ing. Actual reasurement shows the water to be 
nine feet below the stringers of the raliroad 
bridge. There is no material damaye to propor- 
ty and houses so far. However, a tew feet more 
will prove di rous in some respects.”’

Syracuse, N. I., Jan. 10.—The seventeenth 

anotial convention of the American Dairymen's 


Association, an organization of national impor- 
tance and scope, assembled at Empire Hall, this | 
city, at noon today.

OCommeucement of Neal’s Trial at Cat- 
lettsburg, Ky.—Six Jurymen Secured.

MONEY BY EXPRESS. 


The Liability of the Carriers. 

A dispatch from Cincinnati published in yes- 
terday’s Tubus gives the particulars of the 
alleged loss of a $5,000 package sent by the 
First National Bank of that city to Studebaker 
& Co., bankers, at Biuffton, Ind., by the United 
States Express. It was intimsted that if the 
matter was taken to the courts, as was threat- 
ened, it would probably resuit in orders being 
given that the contents of all vaivabie pack - 
ages offered for shipment to express companies 
shall be examined before a receipt is given. 
Such a change would no doubt revolutionize the 
present method ot exchanging cash. A re- 
porter called yesterday upon ex-Mayor Colvin, 
the agent ot the United States Express in this 
city. to see what he knew about this case in par- 
ticular or the contemplated change. Mr. 
Colvin was of the opinion that the 


bankers had no cause for action against 
the’ express company. Cases of the kind 
had frequently come before, and not one of 
them had ever been lost. In this case the ex- 
press company receipted for a package said to 
contain a certain sum of money, which, upon 
bemg opened by the person to whom it was con- 
signed, was pc a found to contain worthless 
slips of newspaper. re was every evidence 
to show that the package was identica! with the 
one receipted for by the express company, and 
nothing at all to show that it had been tampered 
with after coming into their hands with — 
bank seals and marks upon it. 

was very similar to one which came ender his his 
notice some years ago, when he first took 
the agency in this city, and it had points of sim- 
ilarity with a more recent and notabie case. 
man named Cole shipped a package said to con- 
tain $3,000, which upon boing opened at its des- 
tination was found to contain three bonds for 
that amount. Cole claimed to have shipped 
$5,000, and to have taken a receipt for $3,000 in 
order to save extra charges. He bruught suit 
to recover $2,000, but as there was every evi- 
dence that the package delivered was identical 
with the one shipped by him, and that the seals 
had in no way been tampered with, the case was 
thrown out of court. 

Mr. Colvin was confident the same thing would 
happen to the Cincinnati case if the facts were 
correctly presented in the telegram. He did 
not think there would be any — in the 
manner of transacting this sort of business for

The steam ferry at 
Sturgeon Bay has heen running all winter so 
far. Should the present weather continue for 
another two or three weeks tho crop of ties, 
posts, wood, and logs will not amountto much 
up this way. There is not 10 rcent of the 
above in now, compared with last year at this 
time. It is warm, spring-like weather up this 
way—no sileighing, and very little frost in the 
ground. Veasels and barges are passing almost 
every day. Have loaded three cargoes during 
December, and will have scow Sea Star here this 
afternoon to load for Chicago. Sbe bas not ot 
been laid up. She made three trips during 
cember, arriving at Ahnapee Jan. 3. She laid up 
last winter Jan. 7, and started out again 
March 15.

Around che | base of the cemetery winds the 
muddy eastern branch, or Anacostia River, 
showing tne stumps of a bridge burned to check 
the British in 1814. and don the stream nearly a 
mile is the bridge where Booth crossed the night 
he killed Lincoln.

The charge of bad faith is 
made to rest on the statement that Mr. Chandler 
once proposed to got up a dinner to the Presi- 
dent at Washington for the avowed purpose of 
bringing the President and members of the Cab- 
inet into ial relations witb leading Stalwarts, 
with a view to political harmony. it is stated 
that ut Urst the President agsented to such ar- 
rungement, but afterward failed to cobperate 
therewith, on which account the scheme feil 
through. 

Mr. Chandler is made further to say: It took 
barder work and more mobey to elect Hayes 
President than any other man who ever occupied 
the Executive chair.“ The probability of that 
gentieman's ever having made such statement 
asa refiection upon President Hayes is very 
small, for if true, as a mutter of fact, it by no 
means followed that the man elected was re- 
spousibie therefor, or that on such ground ne 
should turn himself and his office over to the 
control of those who might claim to- have done 
the work and paid che “money.” It might 
be that by such special efforts President Hayes 
was elected, while with the same another candi- 
date would have been defeated. These consid- 
siderations are so plain that Mr. Chandler was 
not likely to have overlooked thein as represented 
by Col. Burr. If it had been found necessary to 
fix responsibility for such demand for “ work” 
and money in the campaign of 1876, that
